I  Called  to  Order. 

'  The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  Rev.  William  Cumimngs,  of  this 
city.  The  Synodical  address  was 
delirered  by  R.  v.  T.  M.  Ilawes,  of 
Louisville.  His  -iibje<  t  was,  "Hearth 
Stone  Rcli-^ion."  His  address  was 
not  a  icngthy  one  but  was  very 
interesting.  It  was  devoted  entirely 
to  the  way  that  reliirion  should  be 
taught  at  ho:ue  lo  ilu-  children  and 
flic  tiaininir  tiuit  llicy  should  be  given 
<hr  in-^  their  te»ider  years. 

Kev.  J.  T.  Leonard  of  Illorida,  who 
has  been  a  minister  of  the  Presby- 
terian faith  since  1852  and  Rev.  J. 
M.  Sic-,  a  noted  ini-^sioiiary  worker 
of  Afiica.  were  made  honorary  mem- 
bers of  the  Synod.

Belgrade.  Servia,  Oct  14.—  Milova- 
aovlcs.  the  foreign  minister.  In  an  in- 
terview denied  that  there  was  any 
mobilization  or  concentration  of  the 
Servian  army.  In  his  opinion  there 
was  no  longer  any  danger  of  hostili- 
ties,  for  a  time  at  least,  the  people 
being  calmer  and  the  government 
willing  to  take  Great  Britabi's  advice 
aad  await  the  outcome  of  the  pr^ 
posed  conference  of  tlie  powers,  ra> 
lying  upon  Europe's  reoogaitioM  aC 
Servia's  just  oaosa. 


Says  Castro  Is  Not  Sick. 
New  York,  Oct.  14.— Major  Carmelo 
Castro,  brother  of  President  Castro 
of  Venezuela,  arrived  from  tnat  coun- 
try on  tile  steammr  Zulia.  He  said 
he  is  here  on  a  pleasure  ti^ 
Major  Castro  denied  the  report  thai 
his  distinguished  brother  is  a  sick 
man,  as  recent  reports  of  Dutch  ori- 
gin made  him  out  to  be.  At  no  time 
was  there  any  cause.  Major  Castro 
declared,  for  contemplating  turning 
over  the  reins  of  ?;overnnieat  to  the 
vice  pre.Hldent.  "Prei^ident  Castro," 
his  brother  averred,  "is  not  an  enemy 
of  this  country.  He  merely  has  been 
defending  the  interests  of  his  own 
country  as  he  sees  them,  and  as  it  has 
boni^is  daty  to  do."

LORD  SALISBURY'S  MItTAKC 

The  recent  death  of  Gen.  Sir  l?ed- 

vers  Jjuller  of  tlie  I'riiisii  arn)v 
recalls  an  incident  in  the  life  o!  Lord 
Salisbury  'which  in  a  measure  re- 
flects ofiicial  o})inion  on  the  failure 
of  Gen.  Buller  in  his  brief  career 
as  commander  of  the  British  troops 
in  the  South  African  war. 

The  marquis  of  Salisbury,  in  the 
last^  ytara  of  lus  life,  was  almost 
blind  and  deaf.  One  day  his  secre- 
tary presented  him  with  a  package 
jnst  arrived  from  Buckingham  pal- 
ace; it  contiiincd  a  largo  pliotograph 
of^the  king  in  uniform,  with  an  af- 
fectionate autograph  dedication  for 
the  old  premier.

In  Steel  and  Iron  District  Addrsssed 
by  Judge  Taft. 

East  Liverpool,  O.,  Oct.  14. — In  the 
midst  of  the  steel  and  iron  district  of 
Cleveland,  William  H:  Taft  command- 
ed the  closest  attention  :of  an  im- 
mrase  audience  prorerbially  regarded 
as  the  hardest.  i)!ace  in  the  state  of 
Ohio  for  a  poliiical  speaker  to  obtain 
a  respectful  hearing.  The  details  of 
the  meeting  were  not  known  to  the 
candidate  but.  a  half  hour  before  he 
reached  the  city.  The  immense  tent 
in  which  it  was  held  was  reached  by 
a  four-mile  automobile  ride  through 
Cleveland,  and  tie  audience  patiently 
jailed  the  half-hour  aelay,  caused  by 
the  lateness  of  the  candidate's  train. 
'Pntea  HQ'.  Taft  #ppeaT«d .  he  was 
warmly  ^w«lcomed. 

He  began  at  once  to  talk  with  that 
earnestness  which  caused  implicit  at- 
tention. He  showed  frcm  his  view- 
point whv  it  was  that  The  American 
Vvorkraen  ne«»d  the  protection  of  the 
tariff  and  what  had  been  the  result 
when  he  had  not  had  that  protection. 
Mr.  Taft  followed  this  with  a  detailed 
account,  of  his  own  personal  expoi* 
ence  with  the  labor  world. 

The  Taft  special  ran  into  its  first 
mishap.  The  -firont  trucks  of  the  can- 
didate's car  and  the  rear  trucks  of 
the  Faklman  preceding  It  went  off  the 
track  fnet  as  the  train  was  coming  to 
a  halt  on  a  sfdiag  at  Sterling.

Aeoemfany  William  J.  Bryan  on  Tour 
of  Nebraska. 

Wahoo,  Neb..  Oct.  14.  —  Accompa- 
nied by  all  the  Democratic  candidates 
for  state  offices,  with  the  exception  of 
one  or  two,  W.  J.  Bryan  campaigned 
In  his  own  state,  and  at  this  place 
eompleted  the  first  of  his  three-days' 
Nebraska  tour.  Big  crowds  greeted 
him  at  every  point,  and  when  his 
day's,  work  was  over  he  had  delivered 
21  speeches;  varying  in  length  'firom 
five  minutes  to  an  honr.  His  argu- 
ments were  confined  meetly  (a  an* 
swering  the  statements  of  Mr.  Taft 
and  Ck)Yemor  Hngbes,  w])e  but  •  re- 
cently visited  Nebraska.  The  audi- 
ences were  mostly  farmers,  ;ind  the 
Democratic  candidate  fr^queiKly 
moved  them  to  loud  applause.

A  car- 
load of  speakers  was  brought  along 
out  of  Omaha  and  at  each  place  vis- 
ited by  Mr.  Bryan  on©  was  dropped!^ 
to  complete  the  work  of  expounding 
Democratic  doctrine.

Entire  Police  Force  of  City  Mobilized 
^n  Neighborhood  of  Parliament 
akiuare  Battles  Three  Hours  With 
Determined  Women,  One  of  Whom 
by  Strategy  Entsrs  Building  and 
Disturbs  Session — Unempioyed  Also 
T^ke  la  Bimswelriiia. 

London,  Oct.  14. — The  <^lmax  oC  the 
snlEragette  campaign  was  reached 
when  an  enormona  mob  hemmed  in 
parliament  and  stopped  trafllc  tn.  all 
streets  teadia^  to  Westminster.  For 
mora  tbaa  tbre^  boars'  the  crowds 
scuffled  good-naturedly  with  the  po- 
lice,, interfered  with  theatergoers, 
bnAe  iMadowa  aad  dlsorianUwd 
thmgs  geaeraUy  fai  tbe  eeater  of 
London. 

The  heroine  of  the  day  was  Mrs. 
Trarers  Symons,  formerly  secretary 
to  James  Keir  Hardie.  the  Socialist 
and  independent  member  of  parlia- 
ment, who  reached  the  door  of  the 
house  of  commons  by  strategy.  The 
houre  was  solemnly  debating  a  bill  to 
prevent'  children  from  cigaret  smok- 
ing, when  the  woman  dashed  past  the 
doorkeeper  to  a  position  in  front  of 
the  speaker's  ehair  and  shonted 
shilly:  "Leave  otf  dbMmBslag  oblldrea 
and  talk  about  wemea." 

Tbree  ofldala  seised  Mra.  9ymona 
and  carried  ber  ent  bodily.  She  waa 
then  led  to  the,  outer  deer  aad  dis- 
missed. As  a  resnlt  of  the  coup  an 
order  was  issued  that  hereafter  wom- 
en shall  not  be  permitttti  in  the  build- 
ing on  any  pretext  whatever,  and  in 
the  future  the  historic  grille  will  not 
screen  feminine  spectators. 

The  appeal  issued  by  the  suffra- 
cettes  a  few  days  ago  for  50,000  per- 
sons to  help  "rush**  parliament  was 
the  most  successful  atroke  jet  Not 
less  than  twioe  tbe  anmber  reapeaded 
to  the  call,  and  aiae-tentbs  of  timse 
were  yooag  peo^  who  caaie  to  see 
the  fan.  ^ere  were  alao  a  few  hun- 
dred of  the  unemirtoyed  aad  tbeir 
sjrmpathizers. 

Parliament  was  In  a  state  of  siege 
A  close  triple  line  of  police  v/a*? 
drawn  around  threo  sides  of  the 
square  in  front  of  the  building.  The 
yard  within  the  gates  swarmed  with 
police,  and  200  guarded  the  terrace 
In  the  rear  against  assault  by  water, 
which  the  women. twice  attempted.  A 
small  fleet  of  pOlfce  boats  also  pa- 
troilf4  tl^  Tbtunes  approaotaea. 

All  the  moimted  poUce  to  London 
and  suburbs  haA  .beea  mobilized  at 
this  center,  and  loads  of  bay  were 
unstacked  In  the  streets  for  the 
horses.  The  whole  police  force,  to- 
gether with  cavalry,  Infantry  and  ma- 
rines, numbering  more  than  5.090, 
was  kept  busy  in  restraining  the 
pushing,  struggling  masses,  especially 
about  Trafalgar  square,  where  the 
Nelson  monument  looked  down  upon 
uense  crowds  in  all  directions,  with 
busses,  motor  fsays  and  cabs,  mostly 
filled  with  sikbtaeera.  tryfag  to  thread 
their  way  throui^ 

A  delegation  of  IS  suffragettes, 
which  approached  the  p<Hi6e  cordon 
and  waa  formally  refused  admission 
to  1  arliament.  attempted  a  football 
rush,  but  the  police  chivalrously  re- 
pulsed th"  women  with  the  least  pas- 
sibls  roughness.  Two  bodies  of  the 
unemployed.  however,  which  ap- 
proached the  line,  were  driven  off 
with  little  saving  grace,  one  across 
Westminster  bridge  and  the  other  to 
St.  James  park.  The  police  were  pelt- 
ed with  vegetables  and  some  stones 
in  a  few  minor  skirmiabes  that  occur- 
red, but  nobody  was  seriously  hurt. 
Twenty-four  suffragettes  aad  12  of 
the  unemployed  were  placed  under 
arrest.  Many  peraoos  fatoted  in  the 
crush;  a  f'ew  were  trampied  tipon  and 
taken  to  the  hos]  itals. 


Girl  Suicides  After  Quarrel. 

Columbus,  O.,  Oct.  14.— Clara  Wal- 
ters, 19,  daughter  of  Thon^as  Walters, 
formerlyr  of  Findlay,  c^mmi'ted  sui- 
cide by  taking  strychnine  in  her  room 
on  South  Fourth  street.  The  girl  was 
removed  to  a  hospital  as  soon  as  it 
was  found  she  had  taken  poison,  but 
she  lived  only  about  an  hour.  She 
aaid  in  explanation  of  her  act  that 
she  had  quarreled  with  VviUiam 
Cree8low,''a  *rsalobake^r,  who  had 
bee4  viLTtng  W  attentions,  aad  that 
be  had  slapped  ber.  The  body  of  the 
girl  wUl  be  taJNo— to  nndlay  for 
bnrial.
